SUDDEN ATTACK YESTERDAY, 


At 3 O'Clock Sanday Morning He Was 
Thought To Be Dying. 


FOUR PHYSICIANS QU(CKLY SUMMONED 


He Improved During the Morning, 
but Sank Again inthe Afternoon. 


AN OPERATION WILL BE PERFORMED 


The Disease Is Pronounced To Be Appen- 
dicitis of the Severest Neture—His 
Relatives Telegraphed For. 


Georgia’s governor is critically ill. 
Twice yesterday he was at death’s door.

His recovery was almost despaired of, 


Friends were informed and relatives quick- 
-ly telegraphed for. 

Four physicians were summoned. 

All day they were in constant attendance 
end by their heroic efforts late last night 
the condition of the governor was some- 
what improved, although he was still in 
great agony. After long consultation it 
was decided yesterday afternoon by the 
doctors than an operation, the result of 
which would be uncertain, was necessary. 
It was thought that this would have to 
be made last night, but ow’ ng to his im- 
proved condition it was decided to delay 
this operation until early this morning, 
when it will be made, unless there is a radi- 
cal change for the better. 

There was gloom about the whole city 
when the news of Governor Atkinson’s ill- 
Bess became Known. 

It was a gloomy day and the dark lead- 
en clouds hung heavy asif to mark the mis- 
fortune which threatened the state. 

As soon as it became Known that the 
sickness was so sudden and serious words 
of solicitous inquiry came from every direc- 
tion and during the afternoon anxious mes- 
Bages were received by wire from friends in 
other cities, 

At 2:30 o’clock this morning Governor At- 
kinson was resting more comfortably and 
it was thought that if he went through 
the operation successfully that he would 
be much better today. 

When the Attack Came On. 

It was just after 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning when the attack come on and it 
came with such violence that it was not 
thought Governor Atkinson could live: until 
the arrival of the doctor. He had retired 
early and slept well until shortly before 
the severe attack. 

He woke up with a sharp pain in his right 
side, which increased in intensity until he 
Was unable to bear it any longer alone. 
Calling to his wife he informed her that 
he was very sick and asked that a physi- 
Cian be sent for at once. Mrs. Atkinson 
hurried to him and was greatly alarmed, 
perceiving immediately that he was in a 
critical condition. 

He seemed to be dying. 

Fainted Away. 

The shock was terrible to the family when 
the governor wracked with the awfulness 
of the acute disease turned on his side and 
fainted away. For some moments he was 
unconscious, but with quick presence of 
mind those about his couch went at the 
work of revival and he was soon restored to 
consciousness. 

In the meantime a runner had been sent 
for Dr, J. B. S. Holmes, who resides just 
across the street. and he was told to come 
a@t once, that it appeared that the governor 
would not live until his arrival. With won- 
derful haste Dr. Holmes got ready and 
made his way to the executive mansion, 

Pronounced Appendicitis. 

He was shown at once into the gov- 
ernor’s room and made a hurried examina- 
tion. Before going into a diagnosis of the 
case, however, restoratives were applied 
and the frightful pain alleviated as much 
as possible. 
Further examination was made and Dr. 
Holmes soon saw that he had a scvere 
case of appendicitis to deal with. He was 
undecided at first as to whether an op- 
eration shuuld be performed at once, as it 
seemed that this would be the only hope 
for nis patient’s survival. The strength 
of Governor Atkinson was fast failin® and 
these about him thought that the end was 
drawing near. * 

Other Physicians Called. 

A eurgical operation of the kind necessary 
in such a case demanced the presence of 
other doctors and Dr. Nathan Harris was 
called. He agreed with Tr. Holmes that 
the case was a violent furm of appendivitis 
and advise@® an operation unless there was 
@ marked change for the better during the 
morning. Later on Dr. Hunter P. Cooper 
and Dr. William Perrin Nicolson were call- 
ed in for consultation. All of these remain- 
ed with the governor during the day and 
were ccnstantly about his bedside. 

Was Slightly Better. 

T).rovghout the eariy morning hours the 
condition of the governor never changed. 
In fact, it «ppeared that he was gradually 
growing worse and thcse about him had 
about given up hope, but just before 7 
o'clock he began to shvuw signs of improve- 
merit and it was afparent that the pain 
was growing less. The physicians were 
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came more hopeful wher they saw that 
the result of their long wcrk was telling. 
Conscious All the While. 

Except for the short interval when he 
Jointed, Gcvernor Atkinson was fully con- 
scious, and was able to advise with the 
dectors and talk about his condition, here 
Was never a greater display of strone will 
and determination. That characteristic 
which, throughout the whole life of the 
mein, has carried him through flerce po- 
litical battles, baffled calumnious enemies, 
and brought the greatest gift in the honor 
of the state—his inflexible will power, his 
all-powerful determinatichn—came to his aid 
while sinking under the severe pain yes- 
terday. 

Sometimes it would appear that he could 
rot last an hour. Then, with marvelous 
self-conmimand, he would rouse himself and 
rally for a short while.

Was Not His First Attack. 

It has been known that Governor At- 
kimson has been afflicted for some time 
with appendicitis, but it has been a long 
while since he was troubled and there 
was no immediate reason for serious alarm.

A Sudden Change.

He had been resting at ease for 
some time and was thougpt to be siradily 
growing stronzer when the attack came 
orain with renewed violence. <All of the 
physicians were cailed in and it was seen 
that his conditior was again extremely 
critical and that it would be necessary to 
resort to some radical remedy. All of the 
dectors agreed that an operation Was nec- 
essary and the governor himself was ad- 
vised that it would be best. He knew what 
it meant—that the danger attending it 


would be great—but he realized also that 
there would be more suffering and still 
greater danger if he refused to sibmit to 
the operation. -“So he informed the doctors 
that if, in their opinion, they judged that 
it would be best to make the opeation 
he was willing for it to be done. 

His Brothers Telegraphed For. 
appeared that 
the governor was growing weaker and 
weaker. There was no telling at what 
moment he might breathe his last. It 
was decided to telegraph for his brothers 
and relatives, some of whom were in 
Newnan. His old family physician, Dr. 
Pope, of that piace, was also wired late 
in the afternoon and will be in Atlanta 
this morning to assist in the operation 
which will be made. 

Effort was made also to communicate 
with Mr. Frank Callaway, the private 
secretary of the governor, who was with 
the troops in camp at Griffin. He was busy 
all day inspecting the men, however, and it 
was impossible to get word to him. Just 
before the arrival of the train last night 
in Griffin Mr. Callaway was standing in

to mail to Governor Atkinson some pa- 
pers which he had arranged, when some 
One who had just -arrived from Atlanta, 
mentioned the fact that the sudden ill- 
ness of the governor was very sad.

ORDER AT KIEL. 


Regulations To Keep the Peace During 
the Ceremonies. 


HONDREDS OF DETECTIVES DETAILED 


To Watch for Anarchists and Other 
Tough Characters. 


FRENCH AND GERMAN TARS NOT TO MIX 


Their Leave on Shore To Be on Different 
Days—Money Given to German Offi- 
cers To Entertain Visiting Officers. 


Berlin, June 16,—The Berli uthorities, 
especially those of the admiral e, 
have submitted to the emperor an™ 
set of regulations designed for the purpose 
of maintaining order at Kiel and Hamburg 
during the fetes in honor of the opening 
of the North Sea canal. As these plans 
are now shaped, it seems that they are cal- 
culated to defy any attempt which may be 
made by criminals, anarchists or others 
to create disorder; to preserve peace among 
the sailors while on shore, and to prevent 
the arising of jealousies among the offi- 
cers of the various warships in regard to 
precedence. 

The admiralty have made arrangements so 
that as soon as a squadron of foreign war- 
ehips makes its appearance a number of 
German officers, especially assigned to this 
duty, will meet the visitors on board the 
dispatch boat Pfeil and conduct the squad- 
ron to its destined anchorage. The officers 
of each squadron arriving will be informed 
that an exchange of salutes to the German 
flag will be made upon passing the fortress 
at Friedrichshort and the German officers 
will also advise the commanders of ships 
arriving regarding the grades of admirals 
or captains already in the roadstead, so 
that distinctive salutes can be duly given 
in accordance with the international mari- 
time usages. The admiralty have decided 
that so long as the emperor has his flag 
fiying in the roadstead no salute can be ex- 
changed without also saluting his standard. 
With a view to simplifying’and shortening 
the ceremony of introduction, the admirals 
and commanders of German and foreign 
warships will go on board the German 
training Ship Mars at 10 o'clock on the 
morning of June 19th, and make an  ex- 
change of visit en bloc. 

Will Keep Enemies Apart. 

The sailors will be allowed to go ashore 
only upon fixed days and at stated hours. 
On June 17th the English, Danish and Swea- 
ish suilors will be allowed shore liberty; 
On June 18th the Italian, Dutch and Rus- 
sian blue jackets will go ashore, and on 
June 19th the French, American, Spanish 
ang Austrian tars will avail tbhemeelves 
of this privilege, Drum beat on the Ger- 
man ships will anriounce the time when the 
men will be free to land. 

The programme has been so arranged 
that the French and German sailors will 
have no possible chance of coming together 
and the German crews will be kept on 
board their ships when the Russian and 
French sailors are taking their shore out- 
ing. 

Baron von Tausch, who has been assign- 
ed to the command of the police, will send 
262 detectives in plain clothes to Kiel and 
Hamburg and these, assisted by.the for- 
eign detectives, of whom a large’ number 
wiil be present, will devote themégelves to 
the duty of guarding and protecting the 
persons of foreign notdabilities. Special in- 
structions have been issued to keep care- 
ful watch for spies who may attempt to 
exumine the fort works at Kiel and further 
Precautions have been taken by the police 
in causing the publication of an order con- 
cerning the control of visitors, asking the 
inhabitants to carefully watch strangers 
who may become inmates of their houses as 
lodgers or otherwise and report at once to 
the authorities should their suspicions be- 
come aroused in regard to the character of 
any of them. 

Money for the Drinks. 

The admiralty has apportioned to each 
German warship at Kiel the sum of 2,9 
marks with which to treat the foreign 
olficers and high times are expected among 
them. This circumstance has provoked a 
vehement socialist protest against the 
wining and feting of the officers at the 
expense of the state, while the sailors are 
kept on board their ships. 

The empress has caused the erection of 
a temporary hospital at Holtenau, where 
Sailors and others may be treated in case 
of accidents, 

The Deutsche Zeitung reports a portion 
of Prince Bismarck’s table talk on the oc- 
casion of his recently entertaining anh 
agrarian deputation as his guests at 
F’riedrichsruhe. In the course of his con- 
versation, the Zeitung asserts, the ex- 
chancellor touched upon the relations be- 
tween Germany and Russia, declaring that 
no feeling of coldness ought to be allowed 
to exist between them. " 

“What,” exclaimed Herr von Ploetz, 
president of the farmers’ league, ‘Show 
can the bourse and the manufacturers feel 
pleasantly toward Russia, while that em- 
pire is skimming the cream of the Chino- 
Japanese war and cutting the ground from 
under the feet of the Germans?” | 

To this Prince Bismarck replied: ‘‘This 
discontent is not only against Russia; it 
is also nearer home.’’ 

This remark elicited the reply in chorus: 
“Yes, against the foreign office. We need 
a change there.’’ 

Herr von Ploetz added: “It is a curious 
fact, however, that the beurse and the 
great manufacturers are the most dissat- 
istied with our foreign policy.” 

Prince Bismarck: ‘‘They are not alone 
in entertaining the feeling of dissatisfac- 
tion.’’ 

The ex-chancellor in his remarks touched 
& responsige chord in the public mind, but 
not in the line he desired. 

The general displeasure at the foreign 
policy of Germany arises from a set belief 
that Prince von Hohenlohe is exceedingly 
lax in his surveillance of affairs and has 
correctly been overreached by French and 
Russian diplomacy. 

To Overhaul the Embassies. 

The reports in circulation yesterday, and 
generally credited in diplomatic circles, 
asserted that-M. Herbertte, the French 
ambassador, will leave his post some time 
after the Kiel festivities, and that the 
German minister at Peking and the am- 
bassadors at St, Petersburg and Paris had 
been recalled. The reason given for this 
action was that the emperor was deter- 
mined to overhaul all of the embassies 
and ministeries which had been concerned 
in the disgrace into which German diplo- 
macy has been thrown. 

The imperial guest of the week has been 
Archduke Francis Salvator, of Austria, who 
has proved to be a man after the kaiser’s 
own heart. He is always ready for work 
or play. Every day he accompanied the 
emperor upon his inspections of the various 
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regiments in Berlin and Potsdam. Tuesday 
he attended a grand review of troops in 
the Tempelhofer field. Wednesday he at- 
tended a similar demonstration at Pots- 
dam and that night was one of the guests 
at a fete on Pfauen island. Thursday he 
was present at the officers’ hurdle and 
steeplechase races on the Sperlings Just 
grounds, On this occasion the emperor ar- 
rived In a gig, driven by himself, and the 
empress rode in a gala carriage with the 
archduke, The empress looked exceedinaly 
well and has quite recovered from the 
anaemic trouble with which her appear- 
ance recently indicated that she was suf- 
fering. 

The sports on the field were marred by 
geveral accidents. Lieutenant von Leltow 
fell with his horse Talbot, and was car- 
ried from the field in a dying condition. 
Lieutenant Waldow’s horse fell and broke 
his leg and had to be shot. This accident, 
as well as the shooting, occurred close to 
the court seats, where was seated a’ bril- 


| liant assemblage of princesses and court 


dames. 

Although out of season, the aristocracy 
of Germany and elsewhere are swarming 
into Berlin. The crown princess of Sweden 
was here several days and among the 
other celebrities noticeable in public places 
during the week were Duke Albrecht of 
Mecklenburg-Schwerein; Prince Alexander, 
of Prussia; Prince Heinrich, of Reuss; 
Prince William Radziwill and other socie- 
ty leaders. When the court leaves Pots- 
dam these personages will vanish. After 
the imperial family have taken the seats 
at SasSsnits they will go to Wilhemlhohe, 
returning in September to PotscGam, wWhele 
the empress Will await her accouchment. 

The emperor has ordered that all of the 
young princes of the imperial family shall 
learn to swim, so a bathing house hus been 
erected on the banks of the Havel, in 
which the youngsiers began their daily 
practice last Monday. 

The emperor has confirmed the sentence 
of one year in prison imposed upon the 
Mennonite, Tiechnor, for refusing to serve 
in the army on religious grounds. ‘T.ech- 
nor has already served two months’ im- 
prisonment on the same Charge. 

A Night Fete. 

The municipal authorities of Stettin have 
organized a unique night fete to take place 
on September 9th, to which Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph, of Austria, has accepted an in- 
Vitation. The fete includes an excursion 
on the river Odor to Haff, on which oc- 
casion the river apd town will be set 
ablaze with electric Nghts, magnesium can- 
dles, etc. A procession of fire ships will 
follow the imperial launch to Haff and 
return. A large number of Americans have 
been invited, including Mr. Thomas B. Fer- 
guson, United States minister to Sweden 
and Norway; Lieutenant Commander 
Cow, naval attache to the United States 
embassy at London, and Lieutenant Rog- 
ers, naval attache to the American embas- 
sy to France. 

The Deutsche Tages Zeitung, agrarian, 
makes a demand that the importation of 
meat in casks shall be prohivited on the 
ground that meat thus packed is unwhole- 
soine. Some of the members of the agri- 
eul. ural committee of the landtag go still 
further and have announced their purpose 
to introduce a resolution prohibiting the 
importation of all meats without regard 
to the existence or non-existence of disease 
among animais in the countries from 
which they are imported. 

An attempt was made a few cays ago 
by the Cagnstantinople correspondent of 
The Tageblatt to obtain an interview with 
the widow of the late Emin Pasha, who 
is now the wife of a Turkish official, but 
was prevented by her trustee, Mme. Della- 
veau. from seeing her. Mme. Dellaveau in- 
formed the correspondent that the property 
generally supposed to belong to Emin’s 
widow was really hers and that she In- 
tended to use it in the exploration of a 
mine. From this it would seem that Mme. 
Deilaveau's intention is to secure to herself 
and not to Emin’s daughter, Emina, the 
millions which Emin left and which she, 
(Mme. Dellayeau) sequestered from  Ber- 
lin in order to prevent Emin’s daughter 
from obtaining it. She adimtted that Emin 
had sent her money at various times and 
that she had always asked for more.

An international inquiry office for the 
purpose of furnishing information tp visi- 
tors has been opened on the Schloss- 
Strasse in Kiel, in which thirty-four in- 
terpreters representing an excess of that 
number of languages will be employed 
during the celebration.

ALSATIAN SOCIETIES PROTEST 


Against France Taking Part in the 
Kiel Exercises. 

Paris, June 16.—The Alsatian societies 
met here today and protested against 
France taking part in the opening of the 
North sea and Baltic canal, which, it was 
declared, involved the abandoning of Al- 
sace-Loraine to the Germans. 

Various patriotic and revolutionist socie- 
ties held a meeting with the same object 
at the Salle Anglade. After a number of 
fiery speeches had been made those pres- 


ent marched to the Place de la Concorde ° 


and placed a craped wreath on the Stras- 
burg statue. Ex-Deputy Millevoye was at 
the head of the procession. A vast crowd, 
estimated at 100,000 persons, Was present. 
Only two arrests were made. 


A MYSTERY UNRAVELED, 


Bat There Will Be Digging for Money 
on Overman’s Farm. 

Kokomo. Ind., June 1€,.—Last winter Mr. 
Overman, a farmer near Windfall, Tipton 
county, was found dead’ with a pistol near 
him. No cause for suicide could pe as- 
signed, Yesterday a paper written by Mr. 
Gverman was found in his efiects that 
unraveled the mystery. Overman says in 
his letter that twenty years ago an Eng- 
lishman came to his house with $20,000 and 
tried to negotiate with him to go into the 
ranch business in Colorado. He murdered 
th Englishman, buried his body in a 
marsh, tuok the money and buried it on 
his ferm. ‘The place is not designated. 
This explains the hermit-like life of Over- 
man for many years. 


KILLED A PASSER-BY. 


A Contractor of Memphis Slain by a 
Negro. 

Memphis, Tenn., June 16.—J. 8S. Mel- 
bourne, a leading contractor of this city, 
was shot and killed tonight by Sam 
Edgerton, a negro who aimed the bullet 
at his unfa‘thful mistress, Susie Locker.

LANDED IN CUBA. 


Major Hann and His Expedition Pre- 
pared To Fight. 


HE ELUDES THE SPANISH VESSELS 


And Carries Men, Money and Arms 
to the Insurgents. 


IMPORTANT CAPTURE MADE BY MACEO 


He Attacks Spanish Troops and Gets About 
$80,000 in Money, Besides Arms 
and Cartridges. 


Jacksonville, Fla., June 16,—A special to 
The Times-Union from Gainesville, Fla., 
Says: 

The subjoined letter, written in Greek ci- 
pher has been received by the correspond- 
ent of The Times-Union in this city, from 
Major Hann, formerly of Pennsylvania, 
who has been in the Cuban service for three 
months: 

“‘Arensas River, Cuba, June 10.—The most 
important expedition that has landed on 
Cuban soil from the United States was 
landed today at this point. It consists of 
100 men, 1,000 repeating rifles, 2,000,000 rounds 
of ammunition and $250,000 in gold, under 
the command of Colonel Hernandez. They 
left Key West June 6th and sailed for 
Bahama island where they took on the men 
and cargo. They were chased twice by 
Spanish cruisers, but managed to outsteam 
them and arrived here this morning before 
day, We are now making arrangements to 
join Gomez at Tunas, province of Cama- 
guay, where he has his headquarters for 
the present. We have a march of about 
forty miles before us, but hope to meet him 
on the 12th. The landing was protected by 
a battalion of Cuban troops from Gomez's 
command and we hope to join him without 
serious fighting, as there are no Spanish 
troopsyin this immediate neighborhood. I 
am just recovering from an attack of yel- 
low fever, but shall risk joining my come 
mand again. 

“We rave positive news that Marti is 
dead. | was betrayed into the Spanish 


‘hands by a trusted Cuban guide and shot 


down in cold blood before he could escape. 
I hope to have more definite news of his 
death and other matters as soon asI rejoin 
my own command, of which I will notify 
you as soon as published and ghall try 
and Keep you informed of all important 
movements on our side in the future. Yours 
fraternally, MAJOR F. P. HANN, 
“Sixth Regiment Cuban Volunteers.”’ 

Maceo Makes a Valuable Capture. 

Jacksonville, Fla., June 16.—A special to 
The Times-Union from Tampa, Fia., says: 

*‘Passengers by the steamship “Mascotte, 
this afternoon, say that General Maceo, on 
Wednesday, charged a government train 
between Holguin and Givia and secured a 
large pooty. He got $80,000 of Spanish 
money, 1,000 Mausers and a large quantity 
of ammunition. Besides this he taptured 
@ large quantity of government supplies. 

“General Maceo fought one battle with 
Spantsh forces at Capasi and one at Si- 

uaneau, routing the enemy with heavy 
losses and burning both towns. This oc- 
curred in Las Vegas district, where many 
hundreds of the best Cubans are joining 
his forces. They are fully convinced the 
Cuban cause is gaining ground everv day. 
Otherwise the Madrid government would 
not have ordered 40,000 more troops sent to 
the isiand. 

“An expedition is fitted out to isave 
from some point on the west Florida coast 
in a week. The schooner Suarez is now 
on her way here from Key West and will 
carry 100 men, 200 stands of arms and a 
considerable quantity of ammunition. Cap- 
tain Alfredo Laborde is to head the fili- 
bustering party and will land at some’ point 
in the Santiago district. Captain Laborde 
is a brother to one of the eight medical 
students shot by the Spanish government. 
He is thoroughly conversant with the 
Florida coast waters, as well as the coast 
of Cuba. Besides th‘s, he is well up in 
military tactics and conducted the driil in 
the presence of Carlos Cespedes, who was 
here the past week. 

“Secretary Quesada and Carlos Cespedes 
leave here tonight by the Maacor.e for 
Key West, where it is believed the ar- 
rangements for the expediiton will Se ccm. 
pleted.” 

A cablegram to The Times-Union from 
Key West, Fla., says: 

“Private advices received in this city 
last night state that Maceo, Rabi and Miro 
with 2,000 men in Auras, captured a train 
loaded with 125 Spanish trvops between 
G'bara and Holguin. They also captured 
$80,000 in silver, 1,000 rifles ard 50,0 rounds 
of ammunition. 

‘Friday at 4 o’clock p. m. Pedro Torres 
and a band burned the tuwn of Gamasl, 
near Matanzas. 

‘It is reported that the people of Pinar 
del Rios will join the insurgenis in a few 
days. 

“The whereabouts of Marcos Garcia are 
unknown. He is supposed to be either in 
this country or has joined the insurgents. 

“The expedition that left here on the 6th 
is reported landed safely in Matanzas. 
They were chased by the gunboat Conde 
Venadito. Immediately upon landing they 
were joined by many from the surrounding 
country. It is also reported in Havana 
that another expedition has landed near 
Cabo Cruz, south of Sant.ago de Cuba. 

‘‘Maximo Gomez is at the head of 2,000 
men in Camaguey. When it became known 
that Gomez was there the most prominent 
men went out to join him, among them 
being one Monte Verde, whose brother, 
an officer in the Spanish army, was killed 
at the battie of Ramon dei Asyaguas, and 
Menocal, a noted artist who received 
several diplomas at the Chicago exposition. 

Looking for Spanish Spies. 

“It is rumored that the Spanish govern- 
ment has twenty-two spies between Ha- 
vana and Tampa. They are kKypown and 
the rebels keep a sharp lookout for them. 

‘‘Montoro, a prominent home ruler party 
member, will leave Cuba ror Europe via 


New York next week. The party held a’ 


secret session this week and it was ;re- 
solved to disband, their efforts to secure 
home rule tor Cuba having, failed. It is 
also rumored in Havana at Martinez 
Campos will shortly resign “and return to 
Spain. 

“Olivo, the reported assassin of Marti, 
is dead at the hospital near Santiago de 
Cuba. 

“The steamship Saratoga arrived at Ha- 
vana Saturday wetk from New York in 
ballast, the first time in twenty years. 

“It is reported that the government will 
shortly issue a series of bank notes, which- 
are expected to create a panic. 

‘he Spanish officialg state that the 
Cubans number about 20%00 men. 

“All artillery companies stationed tn Ha- 
Vana have been sent into the field. 

“Marti’s family is wearing mourning and 
it is now generally believed in Havana 
that Marti is dead.”

The Press Convention Delegates Enjoyed 
Their Visit to Philadelphia, 


PAEY DID NOT FIND A SLOW TOWN 


‘The Pen and Pencil Club Deserves 
a Great Deal oi Credit. 


HOW THE VISITORS WERE ENTERTAINED 


A Feature of the Stay Was a Trip to 
Cramp’s Shipyard~A Ride to Fair- 
mount—Other Incidents. 


Philadelphia, June 16—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—For four days delegates to the 
international league of press ciubs have 
tried to discover just what constituted the 
alleged proverbial slowness of the Quaker 
City. 

And now those delegates have left here 
and hied themselves to their homes for a 
Reason of rest, after their diligent but 
fruitiess search. If Philadelphia is really 
‘slow, she was very, very wide awake during 
the press convention and has received a 
shock which wiil require years for a re- 
covery. : 

The word “slow” is misapplied when put 
upon Philade!phia. The citizens may be a 
little tardy—tardy to leave any place where 
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MR. LOUIS M. MEGARGEE, 
President of the International League of 
Press Clubs. 
festivities or amusements are in progress. 
If the Philadelphians did not open their 
hearts they opened their pocketbooks, and 
according to the wisest sages the pocKket- 
book occupies a very near position to that 

life organ. 

There were 
luncheons Whenever the 
boat rides, tallyho rides, 
"A Night in Bohemia,’’ which 
crowning occasion of all, and “A

General Felix Agnus, of Baltimore, 
cured the floor and was the first speaker. 
He made a strong talk and his words were 
enthusiastically received, The matter is one 
of great importance to dll newspaper men. 
There is hardly a newspaper man in the 
universe who is not frequently intrusted tn 
&# most confidential manner with matters 
of greatest import. The cases of Scnr.ver 
and Edwards, Washington correspondents, 
will be remembered. These two newspaper 
men, in a way Known only to themselves 
and through a source which they have 
not as yet revealed and never will, obtained 
information regarding the United States 
senate’s inquiry into the Sugar Trust lobby. 
These men are“now under indictment. The 
matter now stands where a newspaper man 
can be thrown into jail for contempt of 
court if he refuses to tell his source of 
information. Thus nearly every newspaper 
nan may be in danger at one time or an- 
other. 

The resolutions were adopted. 

The First Day’s Entertainment. 

While the convention was in. session Tues- 
day morning, the ladies of the convention

In the Great Ship Yards. 

For sixty-five years Cramp’s Shipyard 
has kept pace with the srowth of such in- 
dustries until now it is one of the tore- 
most. 

3efore the general advent of steam pro- 
puision, this shipyard built clipper ships. 
When the era of steam and iron was 
fully ushered in, this yard built the first 
cumpound-engine steamer under the 
American flag. 

it also buiit the first triple expansion ex- 
gine in this country and has just sent out 
the first great trans-Atlantic passenger 
Steamer. propelled by twin quadruple ex 
pansion engines. The institution, in 
personnel, material, history, and am- 
bition is wholiy. and intensely Ameri- 
can. I saw in the shipyard its two hun- 
ared and eighty-fifth ship, an@in the shops 
Saw its one nundred and forty-fifth marine 
engine. 

In various stages of construction in the 
shipyard are three battle ships, the Indi- 
ana, her sister ships Massachusetts and 
lowa, which range from 10,5 to 11,300 tons 
displacements and from 10,000 to i2,000 in- 
dicated horse power each. The Brook- 
lyn, a first-rate armored cruiser, is aiso 
under way. It is of 9,150 tons displacec- 
ment and has a horse power of 18,900. <An- 
Other vessel under way is the sister ship 
to the St. Louis, the St. Paul. Then there 
are a couple of mail merchant vessels and 
a yacnt building. 

I went all through the Indiana and was 
surprised at her magnitude. The guide 
pointed out, using numberless technical 
terms, all the proper points of a good ves- 
sel. He told me how the Indiana could 
have one bottom blown off and still sail 
and showed me .through every nook and 
cranny until in a dark corner he an- 
nounced that we were twenty-six feet un- 
der water, whereupon I requested him to 
consider my colors struck and asked him 
to pilot me to the outer air. 

The Cramp shipyard and its appurte- 
nmances cover thirty-five acres of ground 
and its main building is more than a quar- 
ter of a mile long. It gives employment to 
6,000 artisans within its gates and to twice 
as many more engaged in contributory in- 
terests. The payroll of the yard is $10,000 
per week, exclusive of the executive and 
administrative staff, while its disburse- 
ments in payment for material fort 
contingent expenses of all Kinds 
to a still greater sum. The 
Philadeiphia, Newark, New Y¢ 
apolis and other famous ships were launch- 
ed at the shipyards of Cramp. 

The sight of the men at work and the 
noisy sounds of countless hammers driv- 
ing away at innumerable bolts made merry 
music. An elegant luncheon was served 
in the second story of one of the buildings. 
It was an elegant affair in every way and 
was lacking in not a single feature. 

It Was a Great Banquet. 

Six hundred people were seated at the 
tables in the handsome banquet room of 
*the Mercantile Club Thursday night when 
ex-President Clark Howell of the Inter- 
national League of Press Clubs arose to 
answer to the toast he was booked to an- 


swer. 

[It was a complete and well arranged al- 
fair. The costliest of decorations were 
used and it is said that the banquet cost 
the Pen and Pencil Club but little short of 
8,000.

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BULL FIGHT IN FLORIDA 


Witnessed by a Thousand Spectators 
Much Money Changed Hands. 


Callahan, -a., June 16.—(Special.)—To 
settle a bet made by their respective own- 
to bulls met in a duel to the death 
here this evening. The combat took 
place in an inclosed space in the pine 
woods about two hundred fee: square and 
Was Witnessed by cver 1,000 prominent citi- 
zens, many of them from Jacksonville and 
Fernandina.

At 4 o’clock this afternoon, the 
time mentioned, the: animals were driven 
initio the arena from opposite sides and then 
began a contest which will long be remem- 
bered by those present. The bulls were 
earer for.the fray and immediately dashed 
at one another. They met head on with 
terrific foree, in the middle of the arena, 
and beth seemed purtially stunned by the 
shock of the ecollision. The red bull was 
the first to recover and dashed at the dun 
animal, succeeding in gushine the latter 
in the with his dageger-like horns. 
The wound only served te enrage the dun 
bull, and he repaid it in kind, tearing open 
the flank af the. red animal. 

The contest continued for thirty minutes 
with the utmosr ferocity, each’ ayimal wiv- 
ing and* receiving dozens of wounds. 

The red bull was tne more 
rrebably bore fewer Weunds than his dun 
opponent, oth animals were now gsome- 
What winded and seemed willing to rest a 
few minutes. wer2 now 2Z to 1 that 
the red = buil win. As soon as the 
animals had reste] they dashed at one 
another again, meeting in the middle of 
the arena. Both bulls fell to the ground 
and seemed unable to rise. 

The red animal gave a convulsive kick or 
two anj became still, while the dun bull 
continued to struggle. but could not rise. 

The spectators. apprceached and found 
that in the collision one of the dun bull's 
Lorns had entered the right eye of the 
rec animal, penetratiny the brain and caus- 
ing instant death. The animals rmef with 
such force that the dun bull could not 
withdraw his horn and the skull of the 
red animal was split in order to release 
the: victor, 

Although the dun bull had won by a 
chance blow, h2 was horribly wounded. 
He had been torn in twenty places by the 
bornus of his opponent and his wounds will 
probably prove fatal. The sand of the 
arena resembled the floor of a slaventer 
house, so profusely were ‘the combatants 
bleeding.

H. R. Jacobs's Place of Amusement in 
New York Destroyed. 

New York, June 17.—An alarm was turned 
in at a quarier past 1 o’clock this morning 
at the box at the corner of ‘Thirty-first 
street and Third avenue. It was followed 
Within a minute and a half by a third 
alarm, The fire wasin H. R. Jacobs's Third 
Avenue theater, at 414, 445 and 447 Third 
avenue. “Jhe fire started on the stage and 
before long had spread to the entire house 
The fire was discovered by a passerby who 
in'mediateiy gave the alarm. When the 
fremen arrived the stage and auditorium 
v ere in flames. The firemen surrounded ths 
theater, which is in the middle of the block 
between Thirty-first and Thirty-second 
streets, on tke east side of the avenue, Two 
flat houses separated it from the corner of 
Thirty-first street. The fireinen at first 
thought there was great danger of these 
buildings taking fire, as well as two houses 
on the other side. Efforts to isolate the fire 
were made. The tenants of all the houses 
were driven out. The firemen succeeded 
in confining the fire to the walis of the 
theater. 

At 1:30 o'clock the whole theater was a 
sea of tlames. The whole available force 
of the fire department was fighting the 
flames and a crowd of about five or six 
thousand was gathered on the Fourth ave- 
nue side. The cable cars were blocked. The 
reserves of three ovrecincts kept the fire 
lines and the fire bade fair te burn until 
late in the mojning. 

Jacobs's theater was built in 1887 by McKee 
Rankin, who piayed there ten years ago in 
“The Danites.”’ It has been condemned as 
a fire trap for some months. Fortunately 
the theater has been closed since June 6th. 
The large quantity of valuable scenery 
owned by James DL. Mackay, of the ‘‘Wazes 
of Sin,’’ company and the Flora Bindley 
“Pay Train’’ combination, besides a quan- 
tity of old scenery was stored in the thea- 
ter. A watchman was in charge, but he 
could not be found, and when the firemen 
arrived they were obliged to burst in the 
door. It could not be discovered whether 
he was in the building or not. The theater 
will be a total less.

An Interesting Casein Bibb Superior Oourt.

Mr. Anderson consented and they went to 
the office of a negro doctor, and Cooper 
brought in a woman who he said was 
Annie Phillip. She made her mark to the 
deed to the land to secure the debt and 
Mr. Anderson paid her the $500. When the 
time for payment arrived Annie Phillip 
was notified to pay or the property would 
be sold. Then it was that Annie Phillip 
came forward and much to the astonish- 
ment of Mr. Anderson claimed that she 
had never signed the deed and had never 
received any money, She claimed that an- 
other woman had wrongfully inpersonated 
her and that Cooper must have acted in 
collusion with his fraudulent woman.

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AN OPERATOR’S MISTAKE 


Causes a Bad Accident on the Charles- 
ton and Savannah. 

Savannah, Ga,, June 16.—Passenger train 
No. 23, on the Charleston and Savannah 
railroad, ran into the fast mail coming 
south this morning at 1:06 o’clock near Har- 
deeville, about twenty-two miles from 8Sa- 
vannah. Both engines were badly wreck- 
ed and the mail car on No. 78 was pretty 
badly smashed up. Three negro tramps 
who wer? riding on the blind baggage on 
train 78 were mashed to pieces and buried 
under the wreck. There was_ scarcely 
enough left of them to identify them. 

Through some unaccountable mistake Op- 
erator Givirs, at Yemassee, wired the train 
uispatcher at Charleston that the fast mail 
had not passed Yemassee some time after 
it had gone by. The usual meeting place 
is just this side of Hardeeville, and the dis- 
patcher, thinking the fast mail had met 
with some accident, took up 738 at the Cen- 
tral junction, as it was leaving Savannah, 
and arrapged a new meeting place. The 
fast mail happened to be on time, and hav- 
ing the right of way was going right ahead 
to pass 78, as the engineer supposed, on 
the siding just south of where the accident 
took place. Train No. 78 was a little ahead 
and had orders to pass at Hardeeville. En- 
gineer Dowling, of the fast mail, was on 
the inside of the curve and could the 
headlight of 78 coming toward him. He stop- 
ped his train and he and his fireman got out 
just the other passenger train came 
crashing into it. Engineer Black, of No. 
78, saw the headlight of the other engine, 
put on brakes and jumped. In jumping he 
fell and broke his righ: leg near the ankle.

The county police made a raid on a house 
near the exposition grounds last night and 
captured nine negroes, all of whom were 
in the midst of an exciting zame of seven 
up. 

The house is between Jackson street and 
North Boulevard, near the exposition 
grounds, and has been under surveillance tor 
some time by the county officers, they be- 
ing informed that it was a resort for gam- 
blers and women. 

The raid was made by County Officers 
Bradley, T. O. Conley, Harrington, Poole, 
F. M. Verner and J. C: Conley. 

The nine negroes were brought into the 
station house handcuffed and lined up be- 
fore Station Housekeeper Brazelton. They 
gave their names as Jim Gordon, Henry 
Adams, Doc Smoth, Miles Jones, Lawrence 
MeCraw, Joe Jackson, Charles Toles, Jesse 
Grinnage and John Bell. 

The officers have been chdcavoring to 
catch the negrees in a game at the house 
for some time, but have always been un- 
able work now, Chief A. M. Verner hav- 
seen, the inmates always having cut two or 
more watches who would give warning 
when the officers approached. During the 
rain last night it occurred to the police that 
it would be a good time to raid the house, 
not thinking that the wateners would be 
out in the rain, and their belief turned out 
to be correct. 

There were eleven negroes tn the house, 
and out of that number nine were captured, 
two succeeding in making good their es- 
cape. 

The officers secured the cards and dice, 
which had been in use until tney broke .nto 
the house, and a small pot of money.

My Dear Bertram Currie: I have re- 
ceived with mach satisfaction the ad- 
dress you havr forwarded to me, 
which { recognize as beuring names 
among the most weighty which could 
be found to represent the judgment of 
the merchants and bankers of the city 
of London. 

I can have no hesitation in giving 
to that address on the part of Her 
Majesty's government the reply which 
you have a right te expect. 

I concur entirely in the opinion ex- 
pressed in your address, that the ex- 
perience of well nigh a century has 
proved that our present system of 
currency is suited to the wants of this 
great commercial country, and that 
to depart from it would be disastrous 
to the trade and credit of the United 
Kingdom. 

Continuity of national policy is 
more necessary in this than in per- 
haps any other question. You may 
rely upon it that Her Majesty's guv- 
ernment will not depart from the 
course pursued by all the govern-— 
ments that have preceded it, and 
will give no countenance to any 
change in the fundamental principles 
of our monetary system; or in any 
discvesdion in which they may be 
called upon to take part will they 
admit any doubt as to their intention 
firmly to adhere to the single gold 
standard, which you jastly regard as 
essential to our wellbeing as a com- 
mercial nation.

Truth About 


Governor Atkinson Critically Il. 

The news of the eritical illness of 
Governor Atkinson will cause deep sor- 
row throughout the entire state. 

The governor is a victim to appendici- 
tis and the réports from his bedside last 
night indicate that he is unquestionably 
a very ill man. For some time his physti- 
eal condition has not been up to its 
usual standard aud for that reason grave 
fears are entertained concerning the 
operation necessary in this illness. 

Everybedy in Georgia will, of course, 
feel a deep sorrow over the trouble 
which has come to the chief executive 
of the state, and all will join in the 
sincere hope that the outcome of it will 
be favorable to the distinguished pa- 
tient. The anxiety of the watchers by 
his bedside is shared by all the people 
of the commonwealth, and the whole 
state will echo the wish that Governor 
Atkinson may come safely through this 
trial. 


A Contrast. 

The djfference between the cause of 
American bimetallism and that of the 
British gold standard is clearly illus- 
trated by the methods which are em- 
ployed in presenting them before the 
country. The cause of American bi- 
metallism is entirely in the hands of the 
people. It has behind it no purchased 
or purchasable newspapers. It has be- 
hind it no combination of bankers, no 
money clique, no gold ring, no horde of 
Shylocks and money lenders. In every 
state, district, and county it has been 
taken up by the people. In every case 
where the politicians display doubt or 
hesitation the cause of American bi- 
metallism has been taken out of their 
bands by the plain and honest voters of 
the country. 

Thus we see the movement taking 
shape in the west and in the south, hav- 
{ng behind it the patriotic purpose of 
the people. 

On the other hand, the movement in 
behalf of the British gold standard has 
behind it every selfish interest that de- 
pends on the contraction of the people’s 
money supply and the enhancement of 
the purchasing power of the dollar. It 
has behind ft all the wealth and power 
of the British banks; all the wealth and 
power of the banks of this country; all 
the political influence that money can 
buy; all the machinery of the adminis- 
tration; all the office-holding class that 
can be whipped into line; all the news- 
papers that can be influenced with 
money or patronage; and all the busi- 
ness4nen who are compelled to depend 
on the banks for accommodation. It 
has behind it all the power of Wall 
street, and all the secret influences that 
flow out from that corrupt and reckless 
money center to all quarters of the re- 
public; and it has working in its behalf 
a central campaign committee which 
Rolds its meetings under the shadow of 
Wall street. 

That, under all these adverse influ- 
ences, the cause of American bimetal- 
lism should display any vitality at all 
would be surprising under ordinary cir- 
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veloped a vitality that is more than ex- 
traordinary, shows that the people are 
at last arousing themselves to the neces- 
sity of defending their dearest rights 
and interests. 

And that fs trne.: The people in all 
parts of the country are beginning to 
agitate this great question with the 
force and fervor that they threw into 
the political campaigns that took place 
in the better days of the republic—the 
days when the will of the people re- 
eorded at the ballot box was regarded 
as a thing too sacred “to be tampered 
with. 

And the people will win this time as 
they have always won when engaged 
in defending their rights and liberties. 
They will overthrow the British gold 
standard even as they overthrew the 
less intolerable political conditions im- 
posed on them by the aggressive and 
selfish poliey of Great Britain. They 
will win, and woe to the time-serving 
politicians who stand in their way or 
strive to thwart them! 
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Harcourt to Currie. 

The only argument worth considering 
that the cuckoos and the postinaster 
organs ip the south have ever been able 
to bring against the policy of independ- 
ent free coinage by the United States 
has been the suggestion that there is a 
possibility of securing bimetallism by 
means of an international agreement. 

The Constitution has shown that, in 
the nature of things, such an agreement 
is an impossibiliry.

Ameri- 
cans must act for themselves if they 
desire to dethrone the _ British gold 
standard in this country. 
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The Spanish Minister Talks. 

An old democratic subscriber, who 
says that he “was born long before the 
war,” wants The Constitution to tell 
him the meaning of the recent proclama- 
tion warning and admonishing the citi- 
zens of the United States ‘and others” 
against the violation of certain laws, 
and assuring the country that “we are 
on terms of peace and amity” with 
Spain. 

We are not certair that we can re- 
lieve the natural curiosity of our veteran 
subscriber. There has never been. any 
official announcement made that there 
is a war going on against Spain any- 
where. The Spspish minister at Wash- 
ington says that some “Florida cigar 
makers” have created a slight disturb- 
ance in Cuba, and if this be true there is 
no war going on, and no reason why a 
neutrality proclamation should come 
thundering from the state department. 
If there is no war, there is no reason 
why American gunmakers and powder 
manufacturers should not sell as. many 
ship loads of arms and ammunition as 
they can work off through the efforts of 
their gentlemanly traveling agents. 

The people of this country sympathize 
with the efforts of the Cubans to free 
themselves from the tyrannical rule of 
Spain, and if the proclamation is in- 
tended to abolish that sympathy it 
will prove to be a very dismal failure 
in every respect. 

Certain facts that have come to light 
seem to lend color to the suggestion that 
the proclamation is really the outcome 
of the Allianca outrage. The shot fired 
at the Allianca was in the nature of a 
piece of bravado. An apology was de- 
manded from Spain. This, after long 
deliberation, was given. Spain disa- 
vowed the act of the fellow who fired 
the shot and made the usual stesa-~ 
typed expressions of regret. This =p- 
pears to have been regarded in Wash- 
ington as a great moral victory, and the 
officials were so much pleased with it 
that they made no bones of acceding to

During the session of the Lllinois leg- 
islature just ended The Chicago Times- 
Hlerald inaugurated a system of watch- 
ing legislation which is unique and 
which has proved of great value to the 
people of Illinois. 

The editor of that enterprising news- 
paper sent to Springtield an attorney 
charged with the duty of examining all 
pending and proposed legislation. It 
was a new departure, but it is evident 
that the work was in good hands, for the 
results obtained have certainly been 
valuable. The instructions given to this 
atiorney were that he was there as a 
representative of the people of the 
state of Hlinois. On all matters whieh 
came up his opinion was given in The 
Times-Herald and his recommendations 
received the strong backing of that 
powerful organ. 

The experience of the attorney cer- 
tainly marks a new method in the mat- 
ter of newspaper surveillance of a leg- 
islative body. A number of bills which 
contained vicious provisions were shown 
up by the attorney and they were killed, 
efther by the legislature, or if they had 
passed out of the hands of the legisla- 
ture, a8 several had before he got there, 
they were killed by the governor's veto. 
The Times-Herald in reviewing the 
work of its representative points with 
natural pride to those different schemes 
which met death as the result of the 
investigation of its representative, and 
that paper has received great praise 
from the people for what it has done. 


A Patriot’s Great Act. 

The letter of General Robert E. Lee 
to President Johnson asking for the 
benefits of amnesty and a full restora- 
tion of all rights and privileges, as set 
forth in the presidential proclamation, 
has recently been reprinted by The New 
York Sun and is being copied very ex- 
tensively by the press of the country. 

The letter referred to is as follows: 

Richmond, Va., June 13, 1865.--His Ex- 
cellency Andrew Johnson, President of 
the United States.—Sir: Being excluded 
from the provisions of amnesty contained 
in the prockamation of the 29th ultimo, I 
hereby apply for the benefits and full 
resioration of all rights and privileges ex- 
tended to those included in its terms. 

I graduated from the military academy 
at West Point in June, 1829; resigned from 
the United States army, April, 1861; was a 
general in the confederate army, and in- 
cluded in the surrender of the Army of 
Northern Virginia, April 9, 1865. 

I have the honor to be, very respectfully, 
your obedient servant, R. E. LEE. 

General Lee’s eldest son, General 
George Washington Custis Lee, refers 
to the motives which led his disting- 
vished father to write this letter in the 
following comment: 

When General Lee requested me to make 
a copy of this letter to President Johnson 
he remarked: It was but right for him to 
set an example of making formal submis- 
sion to the civil authorities; and that he 
thought by so doing he might possibly be 
in a better position to be of use to the 
confederates who were not protected by 
military paroles, especially Mr. Davis. 

G. W. C. LEE. 

The letter was doubtless a bard one 
for a man to have written under the 
circumstances, but it shows the great 
patriotism of the great man who wrote 
it. “In laying today before our read- 
ers and the public General Robert E. 
Lee's application for pardon,” says The 
Sun, “and his own declaration of the 
motives prompting him to one of the 
most heroie acts of a life full of hero- 
ism, The Sun feels that it is adding 
luster to a noble fame -which is con- 
stantly growing as the years pass, and 
which is justly appreciated aud gener- 
ously prized in the north as well as in 
the south.” 

The Chieago Chronicle is another 
newspaper which comments on the let- 
ter. In an editorial, in which the letter 
itself is reproduced, The Chronicle pays 
fitting tribute to the greatness of Robert 
E. Lee’s character when it says: 

That the amnesty thus sought was of 
material importance to the general of the 
defeated southern armies is wholly im- 
probable. His animating spirit was partly 
altruistic, partly patriotic—though, in- 
deed, there should be recognized no dif- 
ference between the two terms. That his 
devoted followers in the south would be 
best served by an example of submission 
to established authority, and that the re- 
united nation would be strengthened and 
more quickly welded into a harmonious 
whole by this example of the chief of the 
army of insurrection suing for pardon, 
was clearly in his mind. He was a patriot 
at the moment he wrote the letter. 

Perhaps no act of his life better illus- 
frated the true character of this great 
man, and it is encouraging to note that 
as the years roll by the people of the 
north as well as the people of the 
south are learning to appreciate the 
grandeur of that character and = are 
proud of Lee as a great American.

Malachi Pitts Clubbed To Death by His 
Neighbor, Joe Eaton. 


THEY OWNED ADJOINING FARMS 


And Had Lived Near Each Other 
for Many Years. 


A FUED THE CAUSE OF THE TRAGEDY 


Zaton Rushed from the Scene of the Homi- 
cide and Gava the Alarm—He Then 
Made Good His Escape. 


The killing which occurred Saturday af- 
ternoon near Nickajack, just over the 
couuty line, appears to be one of the most 
unprovoked murders Cobb county has 
known in a jong time, 

Both the murdered man and the man 
who did the killing Were among the well- 
known and highly respectable citizens of 
the county, and the sudden and tragic

The murdered man, Malachi Pitts, was 
peacefully and quietly following his plow 
when he was struck the blow from behind, 
a blow so hard and strong that his skull 
Was crushed in like an eggshell and his 
brains exposed to view. 

The fatal blow was uncalled for, and up- 
on the part of old man Pitts, most unex- 
pected. He was plowing his field, and with 
him was his little boy. He*°was upon his 
own property, so all testify, and there was 
mo cause for the foul crime. 

The murder was done Saturday afternoon 

-im the glare of the bright sun and in 
speaking distance of the old man’s hovse. 

Joe H. Eaton was the man who hkrried 
the soul of Pitts into eternity, und a dcubtle- 
barreled shotgun was the weapon with 
which the terrible blow was Ziven. 

The direct cause of the murder was due 
to an old family feud which nud keen in 
existence many years, and had been the 
barrier that has prevented the two ncigh- 
bors from mingling with each other in 
friendly intercourse. 

Though the feud was still in existence, of 
late the matter had been dropped by both 
parties, and their friends thought that they 
would eventually settle their differences 
and become friends. In this concli.sion 

they were greatly mistaken. 
Pitts Goes to His Field. 

Early Saturday morning old man Pitts 
started out for his field, just across the 
road from his home. He carried the plow- 
stock upon his shoulder and the faithful 
old mule followed after. When tne field 
Was reached, Pitts begun the day’s work 
just as the sun was breaking over tise hill- 
tops. 

With the old man in the fleld was his lit- 
tle son, Chester, who had been in the nab- 

- {t of following his aged father to his work 
every morning. 

The day was warm, and Pitts went about 
his work in a leisurely manner, little dream- 
ing that the awful tragedy that was to cost 
him his life and deprive his family of their 
support was only a few hours ahead of 
him. He was a peaceful citizen, and bis 
thoughts were not upon such subjects. He 
Was nearly three score and ten years old, 
and not a single time in his past years had 
he become involved in a serious «ifficulty. 

The hours passed rapidly and the 
noon day horn sounded. The mule was 
taken out from the plow, and leaving the 
stock standing in the unfinished iurrow, 
the old father placed his little boy upon 
the mule and walked alongside. They start- 
ed for their meal, and reached home in 
safety, but this was the last trip that Pitts 
ever made from his field to his house. 

Trouble Begins To Brew. 

While Pitts was eating his noon-day meal 
with his family, a very peculiar state of 
affairs was going on in the field that he 
had just left.

Mrs. Eatoa noticed that her husband was 
excited, and she became alarmed when 
she ascertained that he was about to 
quarrel with Pitts over the old matter that 
she hoped had been settled. 

Presently Eaton went awuy from the 
house. He went directly to the spot where 
Pitts had left his plow in the furrow, and 
he began to fill in the furrows with pine 
logs that were lying just out of the field 
and on the line that separates the two land 
lots.

l.ittle Chester Pitts testified before the

The alarm had been xziven by VJnhester, 
the little boy, wh» rushed from the scens, 
and in a 1e€W Moments the news the 
murder had spread over the settlement and 
a iarge crowd respunded.

An examination showed that the wounds 
that procuced death were the. ones on the 
head, as the hammers of the nun hac 
not cnly horribly crushed in the sxull, But 
had penetrated the brain.

On the back of the 
man’s head was also found a deev cut, 
several inches in length, trom which the 
bleod had flowed freely. - 

The Sheriff Notified. 

A man was put on a horse aiid sent 
through the country ©«o Marietta, and the 
sheriff was notified cf the killing. 

Sheriff Davenport, accompanied Sy the 
coroner of Cobp county, went at once to 
the scene of the hemiciae. The sheriff 
made diligent search for Eaton, but failed 
to locate him. He is of the opinien that 
Eaton has not left tne place very far, and 
is in hiding in the woods. 

Every one else concurs with the sherif¢ 
in this belief and says that the man could 
net escape anywh're so easily as by hiding 
in the swamps that abound on tne creek. 
He is famiiiar with every fcot of ground 
in the county and could suxessiully nide 
any length of time in this manner. He 
has a great many relatives in the cuunty, 
as has been stated, and it is supposed 
that they would furnish him witn food 
and keep him posted as te the movements 
of the officers. 

An Inquest Held. 

The coroner, as soon as he reached the 
home where the dead man lay, selectéd 
the jury and proczeded to held an inquest. 

The first witness examined was Chester 
Pitts, the nine-year-old son of Mr. Fitts, 
and the only cne who was an eyewitness 
to the deed. The boy said that ne was 
in the field at work with his father on 
Saturday afternoon. When they reached 
the field after dinner they found that some 
one bad placed pine iogs in the furrows 
that they had plowed before leaving the 
field. There logs were buried be- 
neath dirt, and they could not 
use the plow until the lors were 
taken out. He and his father commenced 
to do this work, when Eaton came to the 
place where they were working, and told 
him that they were upon his land and that 
he had better get off at once. The boy 
told him that it was the field of his fath- 
er’s and that he had a right to plow his 
own corn. 

Then Eaton ran up to his house and 
came back in a few minutes with the gun. 
He pointed the gun at his father and told 
him that he would send him to his last 
long rest. Eaton then pulled the trigger, 
but the cap snapped. He pulled the other 
trigger and the cap on that barrel did the 
same thing. 

Then his father told him that they would 
go home and wait until Eaton ‘became 
cooler. They both started to leave, and 
as they were walking away, Eaton came 
up behind them and hit his father with the 
Dutt end of the gun and the gun wag 
broken in the breech and the stock #hw- 
tered. Then the boy ran home and told 
them at the house what had happened. 

Mrs. Eaton, the wife of the man who 
did the déed, said that she tried to keep 
her husband from going back with his 
gun, as she saw that he was excited and 
knew that he had quarreled with Pitt. |

A Cold-Blooded Murder. 


The jury immediately returned a vedict, 
declaring that it was a cold-blooded mur- 
der, and that Pitts came to his death from 
the effects of wounds received in the 
head, and that the weapon used was a 
shotgun and that Joe BDzton did the kill- 
ing. 

Both the coroner and sheriff returned to 
Marietta that night. 

The people of that section of Cobb coun- 
ty in which the deed was committed are 
‘greatly excited and declare that a clear 
lookout will be kept for the murderer. 
There has as yet been noorganized effort 
made to apprehend Eaton, but it is under- 
stood that the sheriff will get a posse and 
start out in search of the murderer. 

The family and friends of the dead man 
will petition the governor to offer a re- 
ward and this will be supplemented 9y 
a reward offered by the sons of Pitts. 

Pitts Was Well Thought Of. 

The dead man was one of the best citi- 
zens of that portion of Cobb county, and 
was held in high esteem bv all who knew 
him. He was a quiet and inoffens.ve man 
and his untimely end is greatly lamented. 
He was over sixty years old and had been 
married twice. By his first wife he raised 
nine children—three girls and six boys. 
His second. wife lived with him only a 
short time, when she left him. Mr. Pitts 
was a successful and industrious farmer 
and owned a farm of 100 acres. He culti- 
vated a small portion of the land and the 
balance he rented to tenants. He was in 
easy circumstances and owned quite a neat 
littie farmhouse, which is situated about 
two miles from the station at Nickajack. 

The Story of the Feud. 

Pitts moved to the place at which = he 
lived at the time of his death about twelve 
years ago and he was at once approached 
by Eaton, who owned the adjoining prop- 
erty, and was told that -the line that 
éeparated the two farms was not in the 
proper place. Pitts investigated the titles 
and found that he had a title to all the 
land that he claimed. This did not satisfy 
Eaton and a bitter quarrel at once ensued. 
The quarrel grew until the friends of the 
parties feared that there would be serious 
trouble. 

About ten years ago Faton threatened the 
life of Pitts, but Pitts @did not take the 
matter up and for a long time nothing oec- 
curred, although no love was lost between 
the two men. 

Several years after Baton threatened 
Pitts’s life the quarrel broke out afresh, 
and this time the matter gras carried into 
courts and it was decided, so the

Will Eaton Surrendert 

To give the alrm and deliberately tell 
his guilt is a rather atrange ‘hing for a 
murderer to do, unless he has rade up his 
mind to surren himself.

Eaton at 
told all whom he chanced meet 
he had killed Pitts and appeared 
that the deed should be known.

Interesting Facts. 


WHAT THE ROADS 


This Crop the Crisis of the Industry—How 
the South Has Beea VDiscriminated 
Against by the Railroads, 


SHOULD 00 


The relations which the railroads bear to 
the fruit and melon interests of the south 
have«time and again been emphasized by 
The Constitution. 

In the past the sopthern railroads have 
been lacking in the enterprise caiculated to 
build up these industries, just as they have 
been lacking in the enterprise which bri 
desirable immigrants into a section. While 
the southern roads have been unfriendly 
to a greater or less degree, the roads in 
Other sections have promoted these enter» 
prises and the result is that the various 
interests referred to have prospered to a 
greater degree in other sections of the coun- 
try than they have here in the south, 
where all other elements were more con- 
ducive to their welfare than eisewhere, 

The southern roads have announced their 
Yates tor the transportation of fruit and 
they have not met the desires of the fruit 
growers. Mr. John D. Cunningham, who 
owns extensive fruit farms in Cobb county 
and in other parts of the state, appeared 
recently before the Sotuhern Railway and 
Steamship Association and read a 
strong paper on the subject of the rela- 
tionship between the railroads and the 
growers, showing how the of the 
Foads to give adequate rates would unques- 
tionably greatly injure an industry which, 
if it npceived proper encouragement, would 
bring heavy revenues in the [future to the 
railroads, Mr. Cunningham sends the man- 
uscript of his address to The Constitution, 
With the request that it be published. The 
matter is of wide interest, not only to the 
fruit growers, but to all the people of the 
alate. 

In his paper Mr. Cunningham says:

A Negro Arresied in Somerset, Ky., 
Answariog His Description. 


IT 1S BELIEVED THAT HE IS JACKSON 


He Had a Copy of The Constitution Con- 
taining an Account of the Action of 
the Wilson Coroner’s Jury. 


Chief of Police Connolly is in receipt of a 
letter from R. O. Hughes, chief of police 
of Somerset, Ky., stating that he has un- 
der arrest a negro answering to the de- 
scriptions of M. E. Jackson, the negro 
barber who killed Ed Wilson here severa! 
weeks ago. 

From the description of the negro under 
arrest it looks very much iike the murderer 
of Jackson has been captured, the descrip- 
tion of the men tallying in many instances. 

The letter from the Kentucky -oitcer 
states that the negro when arrested had 
in his possession a copy of The Constitu- 
tion containing an account of the action 
cf the coroner’s jury which sat over the 
remains of the dead negro, Wilson, and 
it was on that account that Chief Hughes 
probably felt sure of his man. 

The article in question was clipped from 
The Constitution by the Somerset officer 
and inclosed in his letter to Chief Connolly 
for the latter’s information, The article 
gave a brief description of Jackson, stating 
that he was about twenty-two years old, 
weighed iSO pounds, was five feet eight 
inches tall and of a bright ginger cake 
color; that he had peculiar eyes, and was 
@ barber by trade. 

Chief Hughes’s letter describes the negro 
under arrest as being of a light copper col- 
er, about 170 pounds weight, five feet eight 
inches tall, ete, The difference in weight 
would be possible, the probabilities being 
that Jackson has tost several pounds since 
leaving Atlanta by hard travel and perhaps 
hunger. 

The letter from the Kentucky officer came 
to Chief Connolly yesterday by special de- 
livery mail and the letter at once called in 
& number of men who knew Jackson inti- 
mately and read the letter to them with the 
view of determining if the description given 
of the man under arrest would warrant an 
Officer being sent to Kentucky for him. 

The result of the conference was that if 
the negro iff custody has a mole on his 
upper lip, as Jackson was known to have, 
further steps will be taken to positively 
identify the man. Chief Connolly tele- 
graphed the Somerset chief last night and 
asked him about the mole and nothing 
further will be done until an answer to 
that message is received. 

The city and county officers are 
actively searching for Jackson in this vicin- 
ity and some of them believe that the 
negro will be captured within a few miles 
of Atlanta sooner or later, they believing 
that Jackson is in hiding somewhere near 
the city. 

The letter from the Somerset chief of 
police gives a full description of the negro 
under arrest. 

The letter follows: 

‘Somerset, Ky., June 15.—A. J] 
Chief of Police, Atlanta. Ga. 
am holding here as a suspect a 
Who had on his person when caught a copy 
of The Constitution of June 4th, and I 
found the enclosed item in said paper. 

“He gives his name as Fred Staples and 
says he is from Withevi, Va. He is a light 
copper color, weighs about 170 pounds, five 
feet and eight inches tall; had a scar over 
left jaw running from eye to near 
long worm-shapned mark on front of 
thigh, round scar on calf of right leg: : 
on top of right shoulder near back: three 
scars on back part of left arm between 
Shoulder and elbow; fresh scar on left 
ankle; has high, retreating forehead, which 
is sunk in above the eyes; head unusually 
long from chin to top of cranium; thick lips, 
long, straight nose, wide at nostrils; talka- 
tive. Says he is ttgenty-three years old. 

“He may be Jackson, the man named in 
the article. If you think from the de- 
scription 1 have given he is the man wire 
me.

past year. 

The convention was in session one week 
and during that time the most perfect Rar- 
mony and good tecling existed, a circum- 
Stance which was noticeable for the reason 
that at the Denver convention of the order 
beld in May, 1894, the organization was 
almost rent account of the 
factional differences existing at that time.

Prominent Firemen There. 

Among the most prominent visitors were 
Grand Master Kvank FP. Sargent, Grand 
Secretary and Treasurer Frank W. Arnold 
and Grand Editor W. S. Carter, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, all 
of whom addressed the telegraphers in the 
most enthusiastic and encouraging man- 
ner, predicting for the orders and the ratl- 
road employes a brilliant future ‘f the or- 
Gers would federaie and aily themselves to- 
gether. The three grand officers had just 
returned from Atlanta, where they had 
come to address the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors on the advantages of Pearia, IIL, 
as a place for locating the headquarters 
of all the orders. 

The feeling existing among the member- 
ship of the organization at this time 18 
more friendly than for many years, and it 
{is exceedingly likely that some plan of 
federation or harmonization will be es- 
tablished in the near future. 

A Weekly Paper in Future. 

The convention decided to change the 
plan of publication n of the Railroad Telegra- 
pher, the offic'al organ of_the order. Here- 
tofore, the magazine has been issued 
semi-monthly, but in the near future it 
will be changed to a weekly publication, 
the delegates at the convention thinking 
that the membership and telegraphers gen- 
erally should have the news of 
the fraternity more often than 
twice a month. The magazine 
will appear in an entire new form and 
dress when it is changed and will be more 
akin to a newspaper than the regulation 
magazine. - 

Four Kinds of Div istons. 

The plan of organization as.to subordi- 
nate lodges was completely revolutionized 
by the convertion. During the past year 
the only subordinate organization has been 
that of the local divisions, but in hari 
the order will be made-up of local divis- 
jons, state divisions, system divisions and 
what is known as a grand division. The 
local divisions will be constituted as at 
present, but if in any state, two or more 
divisions desire to consolidate and have 
a state division, they can do so. System 
divisions will be a lodge composed of mem- 
bers’ on one line of railroad only, the local

iD on 
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divisions in the past being made up of 
members from all of the roads adjacent. 

The grand division membership will sim- 
ply be aitached to the general erganiza- 
tion, having no local connection whatever. 

An equitable system of representation 
has been formulated and it is believed 
that the new plans will work greatly to 
the advantage of the order, considerable 
dissatisfaction having arisen over the old 
plan of local divisions. Under the new, 
absolute home rule is ‘guaranteed the 
membership, it having the option of be- 
longing to any of the four systems of or- 
ganization. Of course all of the different 
Systems are subject to the authority of 
the general organization and are required 
to conform to ks regulations. 

Another important change made by the 
convention was that of consolidating the 
offices of grand editor and manager of The 
Railroad Telegrapher and that of grand 
Secretury and treasurer, the duties of edit- 
ing and managing the official organ in 
future devolving on the grand secretary 
and treasurer. By this action the order 
will be saved a large sum annually here- 
tofore paid in Salary to ‘the grand editor 
and manager. 

The Insurance Question,

SOME RAILWAY STATISTICS, 
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Report of the Interstate Commerce 


Commission. 

Washington, June it.—The seventh sta- 
tistival report of the interstate culnmerce 
ccmimission has just been submitted. It 
fiscal year of 1894 and completes 
the preliminary statistics ot those puv- 
lished last. . The first part of tne report 
covers the last four months of the Cvoium- 
during which time. ther? 
passenger trathe. The 
second part covers a period of widespread 
third, cemmencing June 
roads, operating upwaris 
ot 42,009 line, and representing 
about one-fourth of the total railway capi- 
talization, Were in the Lands of receivers, 
The efrect of these conditions is apparent 
in nearly all of the figures presented. The 
total railway mileage in the United States 
is 178,708, an increase during the year 
of 2,247 miles. The increase during the 
previous year was 4,897. 

The state of Pennsylvania shows 
crease of 300.2 miles, Florida 234, North 
Dakota 195, Ohio ISM, Georgia 162, Maine 
125, MisSouri 120, West Virginia 117 and 
Minnesota llt mgles. 

During the year* 1,579 locomotives and 
30,346 cars were fitted up with air brakes, 
and 1,197 locomotives and 34,186 carS were 
fitted with automatic couplers. While the 
gain in the use of both of these safety ap- 
plianees is in excess of the increase of 
equipment, 74 per cant of the total equip- 
ment are still without air brakes and 
72 per cent without automatic couplers. 
The law requires that all equipments shall 
be supplied with these safety appliances 
before January, 1595. 

The total number of railway employes 
on June 30, 1894, was 779,608, a decrease of 
93.994, and less than in any year since 
1890.

New Orleans, June 16.—Mississippi holds 
an election in November for governor anu 
other state officers, for county and local 
ofticers of all kinds, and for a legisix 
ture which will choose a United States seu 
ator. 

The campaign was prematurely precipitat 
ed six months in advance ol 
the election by the financial i¢- 
sue, and it has become altogeth- 
er a fight over silver.

the struggle in Mississippi so distinctively a 
battle over the financial issue When the 
people of that state go to the polls in No- 
vember it will be to vote on the silver ques 
tion as nearly directly as can be done. It is 
not possible to submit that question in the 
form of a constitutional amendment, or 
it would be done, but by compelling every 
candidate to express his views on silver, 
pro and con, the people can express thell 
sentiments clearly by voting for therm. 

In the beginning of the campaign the lines 
were not as well drawn, but today they 
are perfect. The Tupelo Journal (Cleve 
land), which was supporting Senator Me- 
Laurin (free silver), for governor, aban- 
doned him the other day because of his 
financial views anid declared that in the 
present condition of the campaign and the 
manner in Which the financial issue had 
been injected into it, it Was impossible for 
it to support Senator McLaurin, no matter 
what its personai preference might. be. 

The state central committee voted first for 
a state primary, which would have given 
the issue direct to the people, but fearing 
that this might produce bitterness in the 
party if not cause a split, it abandoned the 
plan and decided upon a state convention 
instead, The campaign, however, ts dis 
tinctly a popular one, and even the canili- 
dates for the United States senate have 
gone before the people and propose to leave 
their claims to them, rather than submit 
them to the legislature, 

An Exciting Campaign. 

The excitement of the people over the 
firancial issue is also unpre- 
cedented for the early, and al- 
most premature opening of the campaign, 
six months before’ the election. Half 
a year is a long time to carry on a cuan- 
vass, and it is difficult to see how the peo- 
ple of Mississippi are going to keep it up 
until November at,its present white heat 
There are dozens of meetings held daily, 
with a canvasser in nearly every county in 
the state and the press and people wrought 
up to the highest pitch over politics. In 
one respect the campaign has been admira- 
bly managed on both sides. It has been dis- 
tinctly a campaign of education, free from 
the slightest bitterness or vituperation. The 
Mississippians say that they intend to keep 
it clean and to allow no one to bring in 
personal abuse. 

The free coinage people opened the cam- 
paign and have ever since forced the fight- 
ing. Governor Stone, who is leading the 
Cleveland forces, protested against the in- 
troduction of a national issue in a state 
fight, but finding it impossible to dodge the 
contest, rallied the administration forces. 
A large portion of the federal office holders 
in Mississippi were pro silver at the be- 
ginning, and Governor Stone’s first act 
was a letter to the president complaining 
of these officials for holding different views 
from him (the president) and even writing 
articles in favor of free silver. This letter 
of Governor Stone, which has naturally be- 
come a leading incident in the campaign, 
has never been published, although the 
Mississippi press has loudly called for {t. 
Governor Stone however, gave to the press 
the president's answer to it, and from this 
it is quite clear that he complained by 
name of certain federal officers as encour- 
aging and abetting the free silver cause, 
and urged the president to call them tv 
order. Mr. Cleveland did so iff a letter 
specially aimed at the federal officials of 
Mississippi, in which he threatened them 
with “summary action.”’ This letter, while 
it did not strengthen the anti-silver cause 
among the people, who rather resented it 
as an interference in the political contest 
going on in their state, had at least the 
effect of shutting up the federal officials 
who favored silver. It seems to have had 
an effect on the congressmen also, for 
several of them who had previously pre- 
served a conservative, non-committal at- 
titude, came out on the president's side, and 
the people of Mississippi were surprised 
to find their house delegation against them, 
and four out of seven members siding with 
Cleveland and Carlisle. The president's let- 
ter also appeared to affect quite a number 
of newspapers and the administrationists 
now claim forty papers in the state, a
